_ STORY OF A’MOCK TRIAL AND 
SENTENCE. me

Azomarkable case of ragzing among some 
of the nurses at the Too} ng Bec Asylum has 
Juatcome to light oo ; 
The asylum, which stands at one corner of 
Tooting Graveney Common, is & large and’ 
imposing red-brick building, which was’ only. 
recently built by the Metropolitan Asylums. 
Board, It has accommotation for about 700 
patients, mile and feinile, and it was opened 
A year ago. a : 
Most of the patients are between $0 and 70 
years ofage In tho female portion, in which 
there are nearly’ goo lunatics, there are about 
"70 nurses, who live in the ‘ home " just inside 
the gates. ; 
In cach ward in the asylum proper there are 
three nurses—a head nurse, an assistant, and a 


third nurse. Each hasa day off at stated in- {° 


tervals, and her place is taken by a relief 
nurse, : 

A litle time ago a “relie(” came into one 
ofthe wards to t+ke the place of one ofthe 
three nurses. . At about this time there had 
been some talk—more or less unfounded— 
about the treatment of some of the patients, 
and on the afternoon of the “reliefs” appear- 
ance it is alleged that she went to the matron 
and reported that the nurse whose place she 
was temporarily taking had been ill-treating 
one of the old ladies in the ward, 

A MOCK TRIAL. 

Inquiries were made, and in the course of 
an hour or so the other nurses on day duty 
heard the story, Their work over, a council of 
wat was held, and it was decided forthwith to 
pay the nurse out, One of the girls suggested a 
“ragzing” and a mock trial in one of the 
bedrooms of the home. : = 

This was adopted with a good deal of glee 
among some of the younger -nurses, and with 
just a sprinking of spite, perhaps, among some 
of the others. i 

The idea wasto duck the offender, and as 
there was no fountain handy it was: suggeited 
that the bathroom at the end of the corridor 
would answer tha purpose, So, when all was 
quiat, the bath was filled with ice-cold water, 
and eight nurses marched along in their atock- 
inged feet to the bedroom where the un- 
suspecting victim lay., 

She was fast asleep. Her room was entered 
silently, and the first intimation she had of 
what was happening was the sudden jerking 
away of her bedclothes, ‘ 

The next moment half-a-dezen pairs of 
“strong young arms were around her. She 
kicked out hard, and tried to scream, but was 
held firmly, and one of the girls prevented her 
from making much noise. : 

The hapless nurse was carried along the 
corridor and to the bathroom; but once inside 
the door she made more violent efforts to de- 
fend herself. She knew what her tormentors 
meant to do—and they told her why. 

“PRISONER” GETS PARTLY FREF. 

Asall the eight young raggers could not 
crowd into the bath-room, on account of is 
size, the “prisoner” managed to get one Ing 
and one arm free, 

“We're going to give you a good ducking—~ 
and serve you right,” cried one of the mem- 
hers of the court martial. 

The prisoner struggled all the harder, and 
“there was a fierce fight in the bathroom, Twd 
or three times the resisting ourse was carried 
tothe edge of the bath, but every time she 
wriggled away, exhausted and gasning. 

In the final Homeric struggle the prisoner's 
lip was rather badly cut, and the sight of the 
blood evidently cooled the ardor of her tormen- 
tors, for they censed their. efforts to throw her 
into the bath, and ended by scooping up the 
water in their hands and throwing it over her. 

This pretty drama was carried on in the

REFUSED TO MENTION NAMES. 

'n the morming she went to Dr, Beresford, 
the medical superinton’ent, and told him what 
had happened, ‘She refused, however, to give 
the names of her persecutors 5 but Dr. Reres- 
ford had his suspicions, and sent for iwo 
nurses, whom he taxed » ith the ragging. 

They adm tted that they had taken part in 

it, and the superintendent at once discharged 
them, They—like thrir victim—absolutely 
refused to mention names. , 
. Upon this the six remaining nurses came 
forward and admitted complicity. They said 
if the other two girls had gone they would go. 
And they went. ; ; 

Seen by a press representative Dr, Beresford, 
the medical superintendent, described the whole 
thing asa foolish, an unseemly, and an un- 
foriunate occurrence. “lt was absolutely 
necessary to dismics the guilty nurses,” he said 
and that was dane without the slightest delay,” 

The representative .was:informed that the 
nurse who was" ragged" was herself dismissed 
several days later, She was out on night leave 
and instead of returning: by the gates, and re- 
porting berselt in the usual manner, it is stated

portion of the road to the eastward. ‘The 


space to be ovcupied by the tramway was 
left abouta foot below the finished surface 
of the road su as to save the filling in and 
Subsequent digging out of material over this 
area. The first conimencement of the actual 
work of reclamation is louked for with cager- 
ness, since the completion of the scheme 
will render available a large area of ntuch- 
needed building land, centratly situated, 
which is destined ta provide accommodation 
for the working classes of the Colony and so

THE JUBILEE ROAD. 
. 

Mr W. Chathuin thus desctibes the Jubilee 
Road in his annual report just published, 

The road commences al Kennedy Town and 
traverses the southern slopes of Mount Davis 
and the adjoining hills to Aberdeen, opening 
out ea veut a portion of the island which bas 
hitheito been practically inaccessible, It is 5 
miles long has a width of 16 feet and is 
desi,ned as u caniape road.

Lithos, and dated Satara, February 23rd :— 

Last week there passed over Satara, the bead: 
quarters of the district, two or three swarms al 
lucusts ; but they were only the precursors of 
the terrible Aight which passed through this 
station o1 the soth and 2tst ins. 

On ths evening of Saturday at 4 o'clock the 
locusts made their appearance, going from cast 
to west; and as the evening approached myriads 
and myraids of these red creatures began to 
settle down to rest fur the night. No one, how- 
ever, had the sliyttest notion of the magnitude 
of the swarin or the extent of the damage the; 
would cause during the night, Phe first report 
on Sunday morning was that the roads were 
blocked up by branches of trees fading across 
them, that Uhe tongs from the station were 
Hetained, and that traffic was ata standstill ; 
and the cause uf all this was the locusts. 

AN APPALLING SIGHT. 

Every one regarded these reporls as prepos- 
terous and laughed at these wild stories. At 
7am, the locusts started on their ownward 
course of des ruction, taking the same direction 
asonthe previous evening [ft was then that 
one realized the awful immensity of the flight. 
As the day advanced the s ream swelled, “Phe 
main body, th.ck enough to give a good shade, 
occupied avout one mile in breath the two wings 
a mile and a half each. The extent of the 
swarm breadthwise was about 4 miles, A per- 
fect sheet of red tocusts on the ground, a thick 
cloud of them passing overhead, covered by 
these destructive creatures, the whole place was 
one mass of red insects.

A‘ YELLOW RENATSS NCE,” 


M, Feliceen Challaye’s article, The Kuro- 
Peanisation of Japan,” in the new number of 
the Aemue de Paris, is of exceptional interes 
at this moment.

M. Challaye has gone about 
among the Japinese towns and country places, 
lived with the people, conformed to thei 
manner of life, and so learned to understand 
them, And forthe Japanese M. Challuye has 
a great love and admirati-n, 

To say the least, “the Japinese have re- 
tained more of old Japan than they have bor+ 
rowed ar wish to borrow from Eulope.” ' The 
everyday Ile of the home--i sul unaffected 
by Europe.” M. Challaye thea writes a charm: 
ing account of the Japanese home, with all its 
simplicity and fine taste—selJom lacking even 
inthe poorest, shese qualities the Japanese 
have not borrowed from Europe. Hetween the 
houses of the rich and those of the poor, there 
is a kin lof resemblance—of equality--which 
anything but Furopean: and the reason is 
that taste is a universal quality among the 
Japanese. “Inno country, is William Mors’, 
golden rule, ‘havi g nothing about you but 
what you know tu be useful and believe tn be 
beautiful,’ so scrupulously fol:owad as in Japan,”
